1 . The amendment filed 10/30/2003 has been entered. 

Priority 

2. This is a Divisional Application of US S/N 09/831,768, filed May 14, 2001, now U.S. 
Patent 6,708,967. 

Specification 

3. This application does not contain an abstract of the disclosure as required by 37 
CFR 1.72(b). An abstract on a separate sheet is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 42-48 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Shea et al. (US 
5, 108,082). Shea discloses a method for folding sheets of printing media that includes 
positioning sheets, sheet-by-sheet, in a media folder (70); folding the sheets, sheet-by-sheet; and 
unloading the sheets, sheet-by-sheet (see Figs. 4e-4h).

6. Claims 6-13 allowed. 

7. Claim 49 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims.
